Why is the emphasis not placed 
on these? 

For the hope of peace does not 
rest on the solemn mouthings of

it seems to me that we have 
never known a greater national 
emergency.” 

“ .. mo war has ever removed 
from our working forces that 
number of people, and one hesi- 
tates to contemplate the mass 
suffering which goes on among 
800,000 people.” 

“... IT want to say just a word 
about an institution at Banff.” 

Mr. Martin: “I know it very well 

.. They have done good work.” 

Mr. Smith: “. , , is it not more 
likely that, by segregating these 
people in a place where many 
observations can be made by com- 
petent medical people, we shali 
more quickly arrive at a conclu- 
sion as to the origin of the dis- 
ease and its treatment . . , be- 
cause treatment is research . . 
they (physicians) all tell me that 
the reason we have not advanced 


further is that, while it is ebronic 


it is not fatal. That is true, and 
it is a statement which reflects no 
credit on the people of Canada 
or on the house of commons.” 

Mr. Blair: “. , . So we must get 
back to the “basis of things. We 
must provide equipment whereoy 
the people can be helped. We 
must have an education campaign, 
not for the public alone but for 
the doctors. It should be a cam- 
paign to make people not regard 
this disease as being hopeless. It 
should be a campaign to save 
poor people from having crippled 
joints. We can put into operation 
certain knowledge we have. If we 
do not know how to cure this dis- 
ease, we can at least do some- 
thing to stop this horrible suffer- 
ing.” 

The case of the arthritics was 
the most discussed health problem 
during the last two sessions in 
Ottawa, 

For Canadian arthritics there is 
a ray of hope on-the horizon. The

The crisis growing out of Rus 
sia'’s effort to starve the civilian 
population of western Berlin by 
food blockade remains serious, 
but it strikes this observer as 
having improved basically in 
favor of the democracies, 

There always comes a time 
when the school-yard bully gets 
his bluff called. That's what is 
happening to the Muscovites in 
Germany now. 

They thought the United States, 
Britain and France would recoil 
before the utterly cruel scheme 
of plunging 2,500,000 people into 
hunger by halting food trains, al! 
of which have to pass through 
Russian-occupied territory that 
completely surrounds the capital. 
But the Reds had yelled “veto” 
once too often. 

Uncle Sam and John Bull im- 
mediately started flying food- 
stuffs into Berlin with a fleet of 
big airships. They did such a 
good job that by Thursday Gen, 
Lucius D. Clay, United States 
military governor, declared; 

“We can supply all the food 
Berlin needs by air and we can 
make a hell of a good effort to 
fly in all the coal Berlin needs, 
too.” 

When Clay uses that sort of 
language he is “talking turkey.” 
Previously he had announced 
that nothing short of war could 
drive Americans out of Berlin, 
and Britain echoed in effect: 
“Same here.” Meantime Wash- 


ington, London and Paris have 

been conferring regarding meas-

been up to is to force “he Western 
Allies out of Berlin afier which 
she would establish a Soviet state 
in eastern Germany with the stra- 
tegle transport centre as the capi- 
tal, 

Possession of this great and 
historic city would provide a 
strong lure to persuade the peo- 
ple of Western Germany to unite 
with the Communist siete in due 
course, 

However, the Mus¢ovite block- 
ade hasn't jelled. The Western 
Allies have refused to be bullied, 
True, the battle isn't ever yet, and 
the Reds may have something 
else up their sleeve, for they work 
by stealth and trickery, 

Still, the Russians weuld seem 
to have manoeuvred themselves 
into an uncomfortable spot, and 
have given some indication that 
they were keeping the way epen 
for retreat. The Communist com- 
mand in Germany has remarked 
that the railroad blockade was in- 
augurated to enable repairs tc the 
line and that these would be ef- 
fected shortly. 

In any event, not only the biock. 
ade but the whole wretched Jer- 
man situation has reached a point 
from which observers expect the 
Russians to withdraw to escape 
embarrassment and consoldate 
their position, The decisien of 
the democracies to create a Ger- 
man state out of the three vest- 
ern zones leaves the Bolshevists 
the choice of joining in and mak- 
ing it a foursome or of estabiish- 
ing their own Soviet state. 

One would look for them to in- 
augurate their own state, and 
play for time in an effort to win 


Germany, 


drift into a state of bureaucratic 
slavery will continue. That there 
has been such a steady drift over 
the last forty years, and that all 
“democratic” countries are rapid- 
ly approaching the _ situation 
which exists in Great Britain, can 
hardly be denied. 

There are at least three types 
of votes being used in various 
places at the present time and an 
examination of them may help 
towards an undersetanding of 
why “ballot box democracy” has 
become as futile as it is. It may 
also serve aS an introduction to 
a set of proposals which get at the 
root of the matter, and ensure 


government in accordance with 
the will of the electors. 
(1) First, there is the vote 


such as has been taken recently 
in Czechoslovakia, in which the 
issues and the representatives 
had already been decided, which 
is a farce and requires no further 
comment, 

(2) Then there is the vote such 
as is taken every fofr or five 
years in ballot-box democracies. 
Baliots are cast for any one of a 
number of candidates, Each «an- 
diate runs on a platform con- 
taining a multiple number of 
points. 

It may sound unduly pessimis- 
tic to say: That most voters who 
are honest will not claim to un- 
derstand many of the points in 
the platform for which they vote. 
The result of the whole operation 
will be that a political party will 
be put into, power. Political par- 
ties are such that they lend 
themselves to permeation by poli- 
ticians in the least complimentary 
sense of that term. Moreover, 
they are subject to control by 
those who wield sufficient power 
through press or finance. All 
political parties move inevitably 
towards socialism since the 
“popular mind” has been condi- 
tioned to believe that there is 
no other alternative except dead 
reactionism, In effect, ballot-box 
democracy is becoming the same 
thing as ballot-box totalitarian- 
ism. The first term in practice is 
coming to mean what is correctly 
defined by the second, 

(3) The third form of vote is 
that exemplified in the economic 
vote as it operates to a recog- 
nizable extent in the economic 
system at the present time. A 
man has a number of dollars. 
Each one mav be considered to be 
en economic vote. He uses some 
of these doidars to buy John- 
son’: Paint. By doing so he votes 
for the Johnson Paint Co., and 
encourages their production of 
the kind of paint which he has 
purchased, (The amount of free- 
dom in his vote will depend on 
whether he can afford to buy 
other kinds of paint than John- 
son's, if he so wishes.) 

It may be noted that ip using 
his dollar bills or his economic 
vote: (1) he immediately obtains 
the results he chooses; (2) his 
vote carries power or a sanction 
the Johnson Paint Co, cannot 
survive if it does not receive 
enough economic votes; (3) he 's 
responsible for using his vote 
shrewdly, in order that he and 
his household may prosper. 

In order to attach more res- 
ponsibility (and more sanction) 
to the political vote, the follow- 
ing proposals have been made: 

(a) The secret ballot to be ab- 
olished and replaced by an open, 
recorded, and published vote. 

(b) Prior to an election, each 
party to put forward an outline 
of any legislative proposals to- 
gether with both the cost to the 
taxpayer and a designation of the 
interests and specific individuals 
affected. 

(c) The cost of Legislation by 
the successful Party, together 
with the proved loss to any indi- 
vidual not having voted for the 
successful Party, to be borne 
solely by those having recorded 
votes for the successful Party, 
and any reduction of taxation 
directly attributable to specific 
legislation to be shared as to 
25% by recorded supporters of 
the unsuccessful Purty, and as to 
75% of the supporters of the 
successful Party so long as it may 
remain in power, after which 
the gains shall be equalized.

for all citizens, Because of unjust discrimination and 
policies of Segregation, millions are condemned to work 
in low-paying jobs that offer no chance of advance- 
ment, and to live in sub-standard homes. 

Essential to social justice is the realization that 
all men have Christain obligations toward one another. 
Our duty is not merely to refrain from seeking advan- 
tages that hurt others or from supporting or condon- 
ing laws or policies which are devised for the benefit 
of some at the expense of the community in general. 
We are also obligated to promote, in any practical way 
we can, the cause of social justice. 

No man can hope to live in a social ivory tower. 
That so much social injustice exists in America is due 
largely to indifference on the part of otherwise good 
and honest people to conditions they see around them. 
These people are not interested in causes or move- 
ments, They are content to let other people engage in 
works of social uplift and improvement. 

Such an attitude, however, is contrary to Christ's 
universal injunction; “Bear ye one another’s burdens.” 
To stand aside when action is needed may mean being 
guilty of aiding and abetting those who are able to 
sin against society only because there are so few to 
challenge and defeat them.

Good used clothing is one of the 
most urgent needs, he said, and it 
would be necessary for the Church 
to increase its gifts of clothing for 
overseas if urgent needs for next 
winter are to be met, 

United Church congregations 
have to date contributed 247,500 
pounds of clothing through the 
Canadian Church Relief Abroad 
depots, Dr, Mutchmor who is 
chairman of the United Church's 
Overseas Relief Committee, an- 
ymounced, 

DESCRIBES GIFTS 

In describing the gifts of United 
Church congregations Dr, Mutch- | 
mor indicated that the United 
Church of Canada is contributing 
a major part of the clothing go- 
ing overseas through joint Church | 
efforts, } 

The executive urged Dr, Mutch-| 
mor to give the widest possible | 
publicity to the fact, so that other | 
groups in Canada would know that

as inconsiderate, in its ruthless ex- 
posure to the public gaze, A naked 
soul can become as immodest as a 
inaked body, 
| On the other hand, there is no 
doubt that things are happening in 
|many human hearts around us of 
jwhich it is impossible to exagger- 
ate either the beauty or the import- 
ance, Young men are undertaking 
;high adventure for Jesus Christ in 
ways far beyond what might be ex- 
pected from their age and tempera- 
ment. Students of scientific sub- 
jects, engaged in research, are 
finding that they have in religion a 
phenomenon demanding serious in- 
quiry, which is not made the less 
urgent by sectarian strife, theolog- 
ical web-spinning, or even an ob- 
solete vocabulary. The facts and 
effects of religion are beneath and 
beyond all these things, which have 
little or nothing to do with them, 
There is, among certain groups, and 
these chiefly of young and thought- 
ful men, what our fathers would 
|have called a revival of religion.

Self-Feeding Lessons 
Should Be Well- Timed 


By Myrtle Meyer Eldred 
When the baby grabs at the feeding spoon and wants 
to hold it, is the moment at which the education in self. 


feeding can begin. This does not mean, and I must empha- 
size this, that being able to hold the spoon or get some of 
its contents to the mouth, means the baby should be made 


to take over the task of feeding himself, 

But a beginning has to be made 
though it may be weeks after he
